Middletown Township supervis­ 
ors Isnt night adopted the new ton­ 
ing ordinance that provides for a 
minimum building int size of 7000 
feet by a vote of 2 to I. Russell 
Newbold, chairman of the super­ 
visors meeting, cast his decisive 
vote In favor of the zoning ordi­ 
nance thus making the ordinance a 
law after a period of ten day* fol­ 
lowing publication and advertise­ 
ment 
Thomas Morris, Republican party 
leader of Middletown Township, In 
statement following adjournment 
of the meeting, vowed to fight the 
ordinance with "unrelenting force." 
Morris claimed that the supervisors, 
with the exception of 8ven Nielsen, 
who cast the only dissenting vote, 
"wefe railroaded Into passage of 
the hill by outside pressure exerted 
by representatives of Levitt and 
Hons, Inc." 
fasts Tote 
Before casting his negative vote, 
Nielsen commented that "7000 feet 
is not in conformance with th* best 
interests of the township." 
Nielsen also requested that the 
supervisors postpone voting on th* 
Issue until after the general elec­ 
tion on Nov. 3. The request was de­ 
nied. The vote was taken In the 
small administration office of the 
township building before an esti­ 
mated crowd of 200 persona. 
Although the meeting wa* limited 
to discussion of the Boning ordi­ 
nance by the township supervisors, 
a series of challenges were fired 
from the floor. It was explained by 
Supervisor Newbold that the hear­ 
ing of the ordinance wit neld Get 
16 and that the meeting last night 
was only for the supervisors to de­ 
cide or make comment Ae the 
crowd persisted in interrupting the 
meeting, Supervisor Raymond Ba­ 
cule* threatened to clear the room 
Cm Appeal 
Sven Nielsen said the ordinance 
wpuld become law within IO days, 
hut reminded the group that rn 
appeal can be made within SO days. 
He added that "proper measures 
are already being planned to coun­ 
teract the legalization of the or­ 
dinance.” 
In a written statement read be­ 
fore the meeting in behalf (rf Ba­ 
cule*, Newbold declared that "the 
changes decided upon ore proper 
zoning changes and that they aerve 
the best interests of the township." 
"We have conferred with some 
of the school board members con­ 
cerning the effect upon the school 
system of a large development In 
this lower area of the township 
and we are confident," read New­ 
bold, "that the school system would 
benefit from this new develop­ 
ment" 
"In addition to the more than 
$600,000 that will come to the 
Middletown School Board Dom the 
real estate tax transfers, tim monies 
received from taxation out of this 
area by the board will more than 
exceed the school load," Newbold 
added.

Bristol High’s footballers will 
have to wait at least another full 
year for a nip from the Little 
Brown Jug. 
Last night, before 2500 lookers 
on Bristol field, a thundering Bur­ 
lington High team made aure of 
that with a 26-0 triumph that took 
the battle-scarred little trophy back 
across the river for the fourth 
straight year. It was the ll victory 
for the Blue Devils against seven 
for Bristol in the traditional 21- 
game rivalry.

In describing the reason* for hand­ 
ing bird*, Fisher amid: "In study­ 
ing birds, we do not have the ad­ 
vantage* 
we 
have

studying 
plant*. Bird* do not remain in one 
place, so we must band them for 
identification.'’ 
Fisher pointed out that it ta pos­ 
sible to determine the distances 
birds travel, how long they can live 
and what they eat, aa the result of 
the banding. 
Aa each bird la banded, the num­ 
ber on its band is recorded in a 
large book, along with the kind of 
bird, whether it la an adult or im­ 
mature bird and the date. The op­
